OBSERVANCE OF TH£ SECOND DAY IN 
THE COLUMBIAN FETES.

All the Schools of the City in Line—In- 
dian Students a Marked Feature of 
the Procession—Part Allotted to the 
Girls — Flags, Music and Cheers 
Abound. 


New York, Oct. 10.—With the bright flash, 
puff of thick, white smoke and heavy 
boom of cannon, old Fort Columbus, 
on Governor’s Island, opéned =_ the 
Secular part of thecelebration of the 400th 
huniversary of its namesake’s greatest deed 
at 6:05 o'clock this morning. The cannon 
shot was merely the sunrise gun, but it was 
singularly appropriate thatit should come 
on this day of all others forthe fort named 
after Christopher Columbus. 

New York is in gala dress to-day. Its 
streets, its public buildings, its stores and 
Warehouses, its homes are gay with flags and 
bunting. Even the trucks and wagons pass- 
ing through its streets, the cars that roll up 
and down its avenues, the trains that puff 
along the elevated roaus; the very horses are 
decked with flags in honor of Christopher 
Columbus. 

This was public school 'day in the order of 
estivities of New York’s Columbian celebra- 
ion. It was the second movement in the 

grand symphony arranged for the occasion. 
, 1. Religious observances. 

2. Educational display.

The prayers and religious exercises on Sat- 
urday and Sunday—participated in by all 
creeds and denominations -were fitly fol- 
lowed by an equally cosmopolitan demon- 
stration of theeducational forces which have 
Riven the New World its strongest and up- 
ward impetus. 

Results of more than 250 years of educa- 
tional work were represented in the parade 
for the first school founded by the old Dutch 
Settlers in 1633 in that part of New <Amster- 
Gam, now known as West Seventy-seventh 
street, is stillin existence, and is called the 
School of the Reformed Church. To-day 
New York owns 100 public school houses, rep- 
resenting an estimated value in sites and 
buildings of over $15,000,000, and provides 
education inits grammar schools for more 
than 260,000 pupils, boys and girls. 

ON THE MARCH. 

At 11 o’clock Col. David 8. Brown, Grand 
Marshal of the school and college parade, 
gave the order to march, and nearly twenty- 
five thousand pairs of legs were soon execut- 
ing the command. The immense parade 
started at Fifty-seventh street and Fifth ave- 
nue and marched to Seventeenth street, then 
across to Fourth avenue and through Four- 
teenth streetto Fifth avenue. As the long 
line of marchers turned into Fourteenth 
street loud cheers went upfrom the Union 
Square free stands and from the dense crowd 
on the ground and inside the buildings. 
Alongside the marchers, and some distance 
apart, were the doctors who had voiunteered 
their services. After passing underthe Wash 


ington arch to University place the pro- 
cession went on to Fourth street, where it 
disbanded.

AMERICAN FLAGS. 

In the distribution of American flags to the 
scholars under the direction of the Execu- 
tive Committee on Schools and Colleges, the 
' flags toa Jarge extent forming the pass-key 
to participation in the parade, care was 
taken that none should be given to boys un- 
der 12 years of age, but lest any of the weaker 
ones should fall by the wayside in the long 
line of murch marked out, surgeons and am- 
bulances were in attendance at convenient 
locations. 

The girl scholars, who were denied partici- 
pation in the parade, were assigned a pe- 
cullarly appropriate and ornamental part in 
the. proceedings. Artistically grouped on a 
stand in the Reservoir Square, atthe junc- 
tion of Fifth avenue and Forty-second street, 
were nearly 1,700 pretty faced school girls, 
each wearing a liberty capand costumed in 
red, white and blue frespectively. The 
tableaux had beenso arranged beforehand 
thaton the approach of the procession al- 
most instantaneously each one ofthe smiling, 
bright-faced children so disposed themselves 
and their costumes as to present the effect of 
the American shield, with three American 
flags artistically bunched on each side of It. 

The fluttering, quivering motions of the ad- 
mirably arranged bands of co!ors, as 1,700 
sweet girl voices sang ‘‘The Star-spangled 
Banner’’ and other patriotic songs, while 
their gallant boy feilow students stamped 
past with quickened step and ringing cheers 
must have left a lasting impression ofthe 
Columbian School Day celebration on the 
— of the thousands ofthe rising genera- 
tion. 

On the east side a light, effective tableau 
was presented by 1,600 girls ofthe Catholic 
parochial schools, and on a neighboring 
stand #800 tiny little watfs belonging to the 
Ohildren’s Aid Society waved their miniature 
American flagsas the procession passed by. 

But the feature ofthe parade, which per- 
haps attracted more attention than an 
other along the line of march, was the marc 
of, not ‘*Six Little Indian Boys,’’ but 300 of 
them from the Carlisle (Pa.) Indian Indus- 
trial School, accompanied by their own band 
of music and partly dressed in Indian cos- 
tume, partly In the uniform of their school. 
These sturdy young warriors of the different 
tribes, who are fighting a way to civilization 
for themselves and their race by means of 
practical education in agricultural and the 
mechanical arts as well asin the ordinary 
grammar schooi methods of study, had been 
drilled and trained for exhibition in Chicago 
in the ColumDlan opening ceremonies there. 
They admirably illustrated the fact that edu- 
cationand milder and more humanigzing 
methods than those originally pursued are 
surely and even rapidly elevating in the 
scale of civilization the race whom Oolumbus 
found in sole possession of the country he 
claimed by right of Christian discovery. 

There was one other refiection which im- 
pressed itself upon all those among the 
spectators * to-day’s parade who had 
witnessed the memorable encampment of 
the G. A. R., in Washington, which was that 
while in that wonderfully vigorous and well 
preserved body of men the United States had 
a veteran reserve force of which the 
greatest European military power might be 
proud, in these scholars and students there 
was a young growth of patriotism which 
promised the future peace and security of 
the country. 

THE ROUTE. 

The route of the procession was from the 
neighborhood of Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
seventh street near the entrance of Central 
Park, Gown the avenue to Seventeenth street 
and Union square, thence around 
the square to Fourteenth street, 
to Fifth avenue again and down that 
thoroughfare to Washington square, West 
Fourth streetand Broadway, at which points 
the signal to disband was given. 

The grammMer-school boys gathered in their 
respective school buildings early inthe morn- 
ing and marched up Fifth avenue to about 
Fiftieth street and then turned and began 
their march over the allotted route. ‘The 
other divisions formed chiefiy in the vicinity 
of Fifty-ninth street. 

It wasa perfect day for brisk marching. 
Therainstorms of Saturday night and Sun- 
day had simply cleared the air without dam- 
age to any of the decorations, except a few 
of cheap cotton bunting, against 
which the Committee on Arrangements had 
issued warning. 

Bright sunshine and cool breezes had re- 
placed the lowering skies and the city looked 
its best. All the numerous public stands, 
with the exception of a few seats re- 
served in Madison Square, were for this 
day only thrown open free. The 
immense attendance of strangers was a 
forecast of what may be expected when 
the climax of the celebration is reached on 
Wednesday. 

A battalion of ‘‘the finest,’’ of course, 
headed the procession, which was timed to 
start at 10a. m., and was fairly punctual. 

Following in carriages came the Committee 
on Arrangements, the School Commissioners, 
the Board of Education; Mr. Hunt, the 
City Superintendent of Public Schools; Mr. 
John Jasper, Mayor Grant and other dis- 
tinguished guests. The Mayor, the Grand 
Marshal, Capt. David S. Brown;and Charles 
Guggenheimer dropped out of the pro- 
cession at Washington Square and reviewed 
it from that point. 

THE CITY DECORATED. 


As the decorations of the city approach 
completion they grow rapidly in effect. Ex- 
pense has nowhere been spared, but better 
even than lavish expenditure is the general 
manifestation of good taste that prevails. 
In this the admirable recommendations of 
the committee on taste as the harmony of 
colors and good’ designs has been of great 
benefit. here is an adsence of cheap advis- 
ing designs. Patriotism is put forward as 
the tat my motive. Allthe decorations of 
the clubs and churches, of palatial business 
buildings, public edifices and private 
dwellings are in unison and display a com- 
pleteness on the general effect which opens 
up a vista ofimmense possibilities for New 
York City in the decorative way in the 
future. 

The magnificent proportions of the stately 
new dDuildings erected in late years along the 
line of all principal streets, the variety of the 
materials employed to give a diversity of 
softened tints and tones as a background for 
the brilliant views displayed such as can be 
equalled nowhere else on this Continent and 
in very fewcitiesin Europe. Add tothesre 
advantages the inestimable gifts of aclear 
atmosphere charged withthe ozoneof the 
Atlantic and free from polution of coal soot 
or dust,and the combination is one that can- 
not be surpassed. The hundreds of thou- 
sands of strangers thronging the city many 
of them nowrealize for the first time how 
exceedingly beautiful acity ‘‘Newest New 
York’’ is.

The presidential reviewing stand in Madi- 
s0n Square, opposite the Worth statue, was 
pleasantly shaded by pink striped awnings 
supplementing the fall foliage of the trees in

Jury Charged by the Chief Justice of 
Pennsylvania.

PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOMESTEAD RIOT 
CASES TO-DAY. 


Men Have a Right to Band Together for 
Mutual Aid, but Organized Resistance 
to Law Is Treason—The Highest Legal 
Authority in the State of Pennsylvania 
Called In. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 10.—The unusual spec- 
tacle of the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State sitting in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer of account of the State was 
witnessed by a large crowd in the Criminal 
Court this morning when Ohief Justice 
Paxton charged the Grand Jury asto what 
constitutes treason against the Statesin the 
cases against the Homestead strikers’ Advi- 
sory Committee. Upon the bench sat the 
Chief Justice, Judges Stowe, McClung, Por- 
ter and Kennedy, while in the clerk’s portion 
sat Judge Slagle. The room was crowded al- 
most to suffocation when court opened. 
Judge Kennedy turned to the Grand-jury and 
said that charges of treason having been 
made against certain persons, it seemed 
meet forthe County Court to request the 
highest judicial officer of the State to deliver 
the charge. After detalling the causes lead- 
ing up to the Homestead strike, Justice Pax- 
ton said: 

‘*‘The mutual right of the parties to con- 
tract In regard to wages and the character of 
the employment, whether by the piece or by 
the day, whether ten hours, or less is fixed 
as any other right which we enjoy under the 
constitution and laws of this State. Itisa 
right which belongs to every citizen, laborer 
or Capitalist, and it js the plain duty of the 
State to protect them in the enjoyment of 
ge 

Coming to the formation of the Advisory 
Committee and the part taken in it by the 
strike, he sald: 

**It is alleged that the Advisory Committee 
did more than to induce others not to accept 
employment from the company; that it al- 
lowed no persons to enter the milis of the 
Carnegie Steel Co., and even permitted no 
strangers to enter the town of Homestead 
without its consent; that it arranged an or- 
ganization ofa military character consisting 
of three divisions with commanders, cap- 
tains, etc., the captains to report to division 
commanders, andthe latter to report to the 
Advisory Committee,’’ 

He then detailed how the authority of the 
Sheriff had been defied, the arrival of the 
Pinkertons, the riot following and finally the 
movilization of the State troops, adding: 
‘“‘Wecan have some sympathy. with agob 
driven to desperation by hunger, asin the 
days of the French revolution, but we can 
have none for men _ receiving excep- 
tionally high wages in resisting the law 
and resorting to violence and bloodshed in 
the assertion of imaginary rights and entail- 
ing such a vast expense upon the taxpayers 
ofthe county. It was notacry for bread to 
feed their famishing lips, resultingin a sud- 
den outrage with good provocation; it is a 
delibrate attempt by men without authority 
to control others in the enjoyment of their 
rights. 

‘*The men hadaright to refuse to work 
and pursuade others to join them, but the 
moment they attempted to control the works 
and resorted to violence they placed them- 
selves outside the pale of the law. Ifwe 
were toconcede the doctrine that the em- 
ploye may dictateto his employer the terms 
of his employment and upon the re- 
fusal of the latter to accede to 
them to take possession of his property and 
drive others away who were willing to work 
we would have anarchy. No business could 
be conducted upon sucha basis; that doc- 
trine when once countenanced would be ex- 
tended to every industry.’’ 

The Justice then defined as treason the 
organization of a large number of men ina 
common purpose to defy the law, resist its 
officers and to deprive any portionof their 
fellow citizens of their rights under the con- 
stitution and laws. Itisastate of war, said 
he, when abusiness plant has to be sur- 
rounded by the army of the State to protect 
it from unlawful violence at the hand of 
former employes. 

*‘Every member of such asserted govern- 
ment, whether it be an advisory committee, 
or by whatever nameit is called, who bas 
participated in such usurpation, who has 
joined in a common purpose,of resistance to 
the lawanda denialof therights of other 
citizens, has committed treason against the 
State. With the definition of this offense is 
the designing against the government of the 
State. Such intention need not extend to 
every portion of itsterritory. It is sufficient 
if it be an overturning of it in a_ particular 
locality and such intent may be inferred from 
the acts committed. If you find from the evi- 
dence thatthe defendants have, or any of 
them has committed, participated and aided 
inany oftheacts which [I have defined to 
you as constituting the offense of treason, it 
will be your sworn duty to find a true Dill 
against the party or parties so offending. 

‘*We have reached the pointin the history 
of the State where there are but two roads 
for us to pursue, the one leadsto order and 
good governiment, the other leads to an- 
archy. Theone great question which con- 
cerns the people of this country is the en- 
forcement of the law and the preservation of 
order. ’’

THE STRIKE RESPONSIBLE FOR BUSINESS FAIL- 
URES AT PITTSBURG. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 10.—The labor troubles 
of the past six months are held to be largely 
responsible for the recent business failures 
among the Hebrews in the Wylie avenue 
district. Within the past week the 
Sheriff has attached his bills of sale to 
six dry goods and notion stores in that 


section. Several of those failing ha ve branch 
stores in the small towns in this vicinity, 
which willalso go aqown in the wreck. The 
general reason advanced forthe failure is 
that the peddlers and small dealers supplied 
from the Wylie avenue stores failed to meet 
their obligations, thereby preverting the 
merchants from settling with their creditors. 

The whole system seems to have been one. 
ofcredit. Little capital was invested by 
many ofthe dealers. Ali depended on their 
income from salesto meet their payments, 
The merchants bought oncredit from East- 
ern wholesalers, sold on credit to the ped- 
dilers and small stores and they 
in turn sold largely on credit to 
credit of their customers. The latterare al- | 
most entirely of the mill working class. } 
Homestead has always been considered one 
of the best flelds for the pack peddlers’ basi- 
nessinthis section. The amount involved 
by these fallures is over $200,000. Among the 
victims of the panic are 535. vay mgs J. S. 
Friedman and D. Rosenthal. The latter's 
liabilities are said to reach $125,000.

‘CRESPO JN POWER. 


Declared Provisional Fresident of the 
Venezuelan Republic. 


Caracas, Oct. 10.—Crespo rules Venezuela. 
He is virtually Dictator. Only time can show 
how patriotically he willugethe dictatorial 
power which the events of the revolution 
have placed in his hands. He has been de- 
clared Provisional President of the Republic. 


But Venezuela is a Republicin name only, 
Crespo’s wiil is now the only law. 

The reception accorde the successful 
leader wasa triumph. The people cheered 
wildly as he entered the capital, He is very 
popular and all classes of people are heartily 
giad the war is over. As soon as Crespo 
reached the Congress building he summoned 
his chief military and political leaders about 
him. The result of their conference was the 
proclamation of Crespoas President of the 
Republic. He stated that he. would hold of- 
fice only until the regularly elected Congress 
shall have had time to meet again and 
proceed to the election of @ constitutional 
succcessor to the exiled ex-President Palacio.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 10.—For months 
the opium dealers of Chinatown have had 
hard work to supply the demand for the drug, 
and prices have been very high.

opium is easy to get. These facts led cus- 
toms officers to investigate, and they found 
that the smuggling yacht Halcyon, which 
sailed from Victoria last August, unloaded 
over $200,000 worth of opium last month just 
inside the Golden Gate on the Marine County 
shore.

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A VETERAN CROOK, 


ARREST OF A BURGLAR WITH A VARIED CAREER 
OF CRIME. 

NEw YorK, Oct. 10.—A crook who has been 
charged with one murder, implicated in 
many daring robberies and at the same time 
is the inventor of contrivances for 
frustrating burglaries, is a prisoner 
at police headquarters. He was arrested on 
Friday last. He is known as John Gilmoure, 
George Price, John Clare and George J. Bed- 
ford. In his pockets were a new set of burg- 
lar’s tools, a loaded revolverjand a quantity 


of dynamite. In his room was found more 
burglar tools, three dynamite bombs and two 
patent mail pouches with certificates 
of patent issued in 1886 to George J. Bedford 
of Anamosa, lio. The prisoner is 47 years old. 
lie was arrested in Baltimore, Md., Nov. 4, 
1865, forthe murder of Henry B. Grove. For 
this crime he was sentenced to be hanged, 
but the Court of Appeals granted him a new 
trial and he was acquitted. He with a 
man named Rice was detected in robbing 
a savings bank at Larabie, Io., in May, 1884. 
He was sentenced to the State prison at 
Anamosa for twenty-two years, and it was 
while serving out his time there that he con- 
ceived the idea and patented his mail pouch 
and his other  burglar-bothering con- 
trivances. For these inventions and for 
good behavior he claims he was pardoned 
last May. Thecharge against the prisoner 
is that of having burglar’s tools in his 
possession.

He is a bright man 
and a bard worker, butI don’tcareto quar- 
rel with him over his predictions. 
The People’s party was created amongst 
thunder, hilarity and prayers, and 
in my opinion does not amount 
toanything, It started out with a mad rusn 
without any head or tall and conesquently 
has lost its strength on theteve of the elec- 
tion. The / elections in the South 
have demo) jstrated L416 fact that 
the Populists ij Ve nostrength. I know it is 
charged that g ¢y did not havea fair count, 
but that is all bosh. They had as 
fair a count as they can expect in 
November, even if the leaders do call 
for Federal supervision, which if they do, by 
the way,is indirect violation of a supple- 
mentary resolution adopted at the Omaha 
convention which reads: 

1. Resolved, That we demand a free ballot anda 
fair count in ail elections, and pledge ourselves to 
secure it to every legal voter, without Federal inter- 
vention, through the adoption by the ‘State of the 
unperverted Australian or secret ballot system. 

*‘IT have no occasion to engage in any war- 
fa.e with Gen. Weaver, and don’t propose 
to, and only refer tothe Peaple’s party as an 
infant.’’ 

When Mr. Millis was asked how the Clark- 
liogg difficulty would be settied in Texas, he 
replied that it weuld be settled at the polls, 
‘fand that is as much tInformation, ag 
a Texas politician care to give,’’ concluded 
the Texas Senator.

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NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Supreme Court Justice Shiras Takes the 
Ofticial Oath. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.—Many friends 
of the new Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, George Shiras, Jr., of Pitts- 
burg, were present this morning when court 
assembled for its October term to witness 
his induction into office. As soon us the 
court crier had formally opened _ the 
court, Chief Justice Fuller, addressing him- 
selfto the members of the bar present, said: 
**It gives me pleasure to announce tothe 
members of the barthat since the adjourn- 
ment of the court the existing vacancy 
has been filled by the appointe 
ment ofr Mr. George Shiras, Jr., of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Shtras is present and 


prepared to takethe oath.’’ By direction of 
the Chief Justice, Mr. McKenney, Clerk of 
the court, then read the commission an‘ ada- 
ministered the oath of office. The judicial 
oath had been written in manuscript, and 
the new Justice*® read therefrom in a low 
but clear voice. He then kissed the 
Bible tenderea by Mr. McKenney and was 
escorted to his chaironthe end of the bench 
to the left of Justice Brewer, the members of 
the court and spectators rising to welcome 
him. He made an old-fashioned, rather low 
bow to his new associates and then toox his 
seat on the bench, Justice Brewer 
greeting him with a shake of the 
hand, To-morrow motions will be 
entered and the hearing of argu- 
ment in the Chicago lake front cases begun. 
These cases were set for argument Oct. 17, 
but by agreement of counsel argument in 
them wili begin to-morrow In order that Jus- 
tice Harlan, who will be away partof the 
term on duty as one of the Behring Sea arbli- 
trators, may take part in their argument 
and decision. Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justice Blatchford will nottake part in the 
hearing of the cases because of personal in- 
terestin their decision, and this makes it 
desirable that Justice Harlan shall be pres- 
ent.

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


Statistios Gathered by the Department of 
Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.—The statis- 
icilan from the Department of Agriculture 
reports a reduction of 3 points 
in the general percentage of condl- 
tion of cotton from 76.8 in September to 73.3 
in October. The deterioration is heaviest tn 
North Carolina and least in Texas of any of 
the States of considerable produc- 
tion. Georgia has maintained its 
condition better than any other 


Atlantic States. The percentages are: Vir- 
ginia, 71; North Carolina, 65; South Carolina, 
73; Georgia, 75; Florida, 63; Alabama, 69; 
Mississippi, 72; Louisiana, Tl; Texas, 
re Arkansas, 74; Tennessee, 75 
Rain in the early part of 
september and cold nights later have caused 
the rotting of immature bolisin North Oaro- 
lina and South Carolina. The crop is matur- 
ing somewhat better In Georgia, though ex- 
cess of moisture in the south- 
ern counties has been injurious. The 
low condition of Florida cotton in September 
has Deen further depressed by heavy and 
persistent rainfall which has delayed 
picking. The low of the 
Alabama breadth result 
of wet weather, insufficient cultivation, dis- 
proportionate growth of stalks, frults and 
rotting of young bolls. Somewhst 
more favorable influence inj Missis- 
sippli uive rise to more 
cheerful reports. Louisiana cotton Is very 
late and unpromising from excessive mols- 
ture through the season to 

15 and cool nights since, 
discourages expectations of late 
planters. There is less complaint and dis- 
couragement in Texas than other 
States. Areas planted cate in Ar- 
kansas are very =unpromising, though 
recent favorable weather is rapidly 
clearing bolis. Favorable weather has re- 
cently succeeded the heavy rains in Tennes- 
see and bolls are beginning toopep. A late 
and favorable autumn can alone dispel 
the prevailing discouragement. The 
boll worm is most frequently mentioned 
west of the Mississippi. The caterpiller has 
wrought some injury in the southern belt. 
Insect ravages wiil have less influence in re- 
ducing the crop than unfavorable weather 
conditions.

CARNEGIE’S LIBRARY. 


When the corner-stone of the Carnegie 


| memorial library was laid in Ayr, Scot- 


land, Mr. Carnegie was, of course, pres- 
ent to receive the adulation of the servile 
worshippers of wealth and to remind the 
assembled multitude of his many virtues 
and good intentions. In the course of his 
speech occurred this remarkable passage: 

I feel more strongly bound than ever to 
devote the remaining years of my life less to 
aims ending inselif and more to the service 
of others, using my surplus wealth and spare 
time in the manner most likely to produce 
the greatest goodto the masses of the peo- 
ple. From these masses comes the wealth 
whieh is trusted tothe owner only as admin- 
istrator. 

This is remarkable because it isa bold 
declaration of class distinctions founded 
upon the varying abilities of men to ac- 
cumulate money. Mr. Carnegie frankly 
confesses that he did not earn his wealth. 
It came from the masses, and was in- 
trusted to him ‘‘only as administrator.’’ 
According to his gospel he is a trustee, 
and he recognizes a duty as such. 

All this might be satisfactory were it not 
for some well-known facts concerning the 
methods adopted by Mr. Carnegie in get- 
ting hold of the wealth produced by other 
men. He milked the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Co. by processes which have since be- 
come familiar to railroad wreckers and 
their victims. His first few millions were 
‘faccumulated’’ in the railroad ‘‘busi- 
ness.’’ Afterward he lobbied through 
Congresscertain legislation whieh enabled 
him to get the earnings of every user of 
iron in the country. 

The question now arises, who made him 
a trustee? Mr. Carnegie himself, would 
say that God in his infinite wisdom saw 
that he was better able to administer the 
earners’ wealth than the earners them- 
selves and, therefore, blessed him with 
great success in business. This view is 
preached daily by his friend Elliot Shep- 
ard and Elder Benjamin Harrison. But 
little reflection will show that this proves 
too much, @ say it with all reverence, 


but Mr. Carnegie’s logic makes God Al- 
mighty a partner in a burgling enter- 
prise. 

Mr. Carnegie is guilty of blasphemy in 
this speech and his gospel of wealth is 
founded upon the degradation and dis- 
honor of the Christians’ God. To gay that 
cleverness in accumulating wealth ‘‘pro- 
duced by the masses’’ is a heaven-blessed 
faculty is to repudiate the Gospel of Him 
who drove the nioney changers from the 
temple. :

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Judge Castleman Delivers His 
Charge to the Grand-Jury. 


His Views Will Shock Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Zachritz. 


THE CHourr ATTORNEY THE SERVANT 
| OF THE GRAND-JURY. 


A Long Charge Delivered to the October 
Grand-Jury This Afternoon. Aims to 
Cerrect Abuses Which Have Grown Up 
at the Four Courts—Members Urgod Do 
Their Duty Fearlessly, Eut No Refer- 
ence Made to School Board Affairs or 
the Remit Business at the City Hall. 


The October term of the Criminal Court 
was opened at 10 o’clock this morning, and 
the first thing done was the calling of the 
list of citizens suinmonpd for Grand- 
jury service, as follows: Bartlett’ §., 
Adams, Henry Belz, August H,. Blanke, 
Bryan Brady, Charles P. Damon, Martin 
Donahoe, John H. Douglass, Louls Edwards, 
Char:es H. Evans, Samuel Evans, Henry J.

At2o’clock this afternoon the panel was 
again called andthe jury complete’. Judge 
Castleman charged the jury as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE GRAND-JURY—The Im. 
portance attached to your functions ought to 
be sufficiently attested by the manner in 
which the State require that you be selected 
for service. Out of the half million of souls 
comprising this great city, you are the part 
of **the six Hundred’’ which the com- 
monweaith makes it the duty 
of the five judges composing our Clreuit 
Court to select for this spe.-tal duty. In mak- 
ing thig selection it Is the effort of those 
judges to get nen whoare apart from thelr 
fellows, on account of their reputations for 
ability, fidelity and responsitbilit or in 
the language of the oath which has 
just been administered to you, men who are 
courageous enough ‘*to prison no one forany 
hatred, malice or tl-will,’’ impartial and 
disinterested enough not to leave 
‘*unprosecuted any one for love, 
fear, favor or affection or for any reward or 
the hope or promise thereof and so discreet 
and wise that the counsel of your State, your 
fellows and yourown you shall truly keep 
secret.”’ 

The institution of the Grand-jury is co- 
ordinate with the struggle for civil liberty. 

Your functions are not uncommonly mis- 
ponesraes in popular estimation of your 

ody, 

It is sometimes erroneously supposed that 
your ful: duty is discharged when’ you 
‘*‘bring the guilty to judgment,’’ but you 
were born inthe bed with liberty and your 
highest function isto preserve the liberty of 
the citizen, rather than to put him onthe 
road to the gallows or the penitentiary. The 
extent of your powers is a matter about 
which there has waged an intellectual war 
for the time of your existence 
as an arm of the criminal 
Courts, and there 1s a well considered differ- 
ence of opinion within the jurisdiction of 
this court as to whether your dulles are to be 
circumscribed to those matters which shall 
be submitted to you by this court In this, its 
charge, together with such as shall be 
brought to your attention by the Circuit At- 
torney, and such as may be within the per- 
Se of any one of the Grand- 

ury. 

But, while this court is of opinion that you 
are subjectto its instructions, as you are 
part of the court Itself, and, must be subor- 
dinateto it, yetitis further of the opinion 
that you are as independent ofit as thelaw 
could make a member of the body to which 
it Delongs, and that the Circuit Attorney is 
your servant and not your master. A judge, 
who was master of the law which 
governs your body, said of you 
that ‘‘that reSpectable body are en- 
tirely independent of us, they may form their 
own view.’’ 

Youare not dependent upon the order of 
this court ior your process, as the law pro- 
vides, sec. 4078: _ 

‘*‘Whenever thereto required by any 
Granda -jury or the foreman tuereof, or by the 
Prosecuting Attorney, the clerk of the court 
in which such jury is impaneled shall issue 
subpoena and other processto bring wit- 
nesses to testify before such Grand-jury,’’ 
and yet jfor the enforcement of your process 
and for the coercion of stubborn witnesses, 
the law directs youto this court. But the 
laws of this State have made you absolutely 
independent of every authority except this 
court. ~ : 

It has been well said: ‘*And it is equally 
true thatin making such a presentment the 
Grand-jury are entirely irresponsible, either 
to the public or to individuals aggrieved—the 
law giving them the most absolute and un- 
qualified indemnity for such an official act.’’ 

But with regard to this ‘‘absolute and un- 
qualified indemnity’’ you will observe, gen- 
tiemen of the jury, thatit is not ‘‘for such an 
official act.’’ 

There are rules of decorum which are as 
binding upon you as upon all other members 
of society, and it is well for you to bear in 
mind that while you are made by the laws of 
the iand a ‘sacred institution’’ whose pre- 
cincis none but the law itself can invade, yet 
it is ‘*sacred’’ only with regara to your ‘‘ofmi.- 
clalacts.’’ You can, as Grand-jurles before 
you have done, overstep the limit and make 
one of yourselves amenable to the law which 

ou are here toenforce, But, as long as you 

‘stick to yourown business’’ your trjumph 
is the ‘‘holy of holies’’ to the law. 

Your first duty will be to look after persons 
committed under the order of the examining 
courts to jail and held undercommitment. 

And here, gentlemen, itis agreed by all the 
purties of the controversy as to the extent of 
your powers and duties, that ‘“‘the Grand- 
jury bas an absolute veto power,’’ that is to 
say, it is for you to say, upon the 
‘‘legal evidence'’ adduced before you, 
whether the prisoner is properly 
held for the offense charged. 
In all such cases there has been an examina- 
tion by some primary court, and you will find 
that notesof the evidence taken before the 
judge or justice, before whom sueh examina- 
tion was taken, have been preserved in writ- 
ing and are On fille in each case, It would be 
natural for you to conclude that the prisoner 
may be indicted by you, if, upon review, 
your body should find that that pre- 
served evidence is sgufficient to find 
an indictment upon. The evidenae or **notes 
ofevidence’’ so preserved ig not intended 

such purpose nor any part of 
evidence’’ upon which 
Aaa are authorized to tind an indfetment. In 
ts Jealous care of the personal liberty of the 
eltizen, these ‘‘notes of evidence’’ are pre- 
served by the State as a reference from 
which you can ascertain whether or not 
the witnesses appearing before

‘*Rampart’’ ig what thelaw deems you, 
gentlemen fof the Grand-jury, and not pros- 
ecutors. hile, therefore, it is your clear 
duty totndict for ‘all offenses against the 
laws of the State, committed or triable,’’ in 
this city, ‘‘of which you have orcan obtain 
legal evidence,’’ yet It is equally your clear 
duty not toindict in cases where you have 
not and cannot obtain clear ‘‘legal evi- 
dence,’’ 

In considering the cases of those committed 
to prison you will, therefore, not be influ- 
enced by the fact that the prisoner has been 
held by anexamining court or mayistrate, 
and you will not give any foree to the ‘‘pre- 
served notes of evidence’’ except for the 
purposes hereinbefore indileated. It is no 
part of your duty to examine that evidence 
atall—but you are at liberty todosoif you 
please, butonly for the purpose of testing 
the consistency of the evidence of witnesses 
sworn before you. 

Your next duty willbe to take up those 
cases where there has been a preiim- 
inary examination and the defendant 
held to appear before you, but re- 
leased on ond by this court. In mak- 
ing these examinations you will be governed 
by the sugyestions made to you heretofore 
concerning persons held in jail. 

Having disposed of these cases, you will 
take upany matters which shall be brought 
to your attention by the Circuit Attorney or 
his assistant or his clerk, when authorized or 
requested by the Circult Attorney.

Louls County] caused a subpcena to be is- 
sued for one Ward, to appear before them 
and testify generally, without saying in what 
particular matter or cause he was to testify. 
He went before the Grand-jury to testify. The 
first question asked by the foreman of the 
Grand-jury wasthis: ‘*Do vou know of. any 
person.or persons having bet at a faro table 
in this county within the last twelve 
months?’’ to which the witness answered ‘‘I 
do.’’ The foreman then desired the witness 
totellwhat person or persons had so bet, 
other than himself and not naming himself. 
The witness declined answering, saying 
that he could not answer with- 
out implicating himself. Ward was then 
directed by the Court toanswer the require 
ments of the Grand-jury, but not te name 
himself as a a better, which he refused, 
alldging that to answer this he would im. 
plicate himself. Whereupon the Court com- 
mitted him to prison till he should consent to 
give the evidence required and till the fur- 
ther orders of the Court, A writ of error Is 
sued out, a supersedeas asked for. 
On this state of facts, several 
questions are made, The first in 
order is that the Grand-jury have no right to 
interrogate a witness in this general way; 
not that an indictment should have been 
drawn up charging some particular persons 
wite crimes, and that the witness should 
then be required to give his testimony as to 
the matter of the indictment. Otherwise the 
Grand-jury may send for every person in the 
county andinqutire generally of each if he 
knows of any offenses against the laws; and 
this would be oppression to witnesses and 
dangerous to citizens. 

The next answer tothisis, that no such 
case appears by the record. I take this case 
to be an ordinary case, when perhaps the 
jury had probable cause to belleve that some 
offenses had been committed against law; 
and that so believing they desired in dis- 
charge of their oaths, and of their duties to 
their country, to inquire. And how should 
they inquire? Not by going into the secret re- 
cesses of gamblersand gambling devices to 
ask and seek information, but to send for 
persons who might, in their opinion, 
be most likely to possess evidence 
relating to these matters. Itis a solemn and 
important duty that every citizen owes to 
his country to give evidence tn courts of 
justice against offenders against the peace 
and good order of thecommunity. A Grand- 
jury should be considered trustworthy in this 
matter. They standas a rampart between 
a malicious orinecensed prosecution tn case 
of life and death; no.man can be brought to 
trialon the lowest or the highest offenses 
known to the law unless the Grand-jury shall 
say 80; yet they are not to be trusted with the 
power to send for witnesses till some malig- 
hant prosecutor or some injured person shall 
cause anindictment to be sent upto them, 
This would strip them of tneir greatest utt!- 
ity, would convert them into a mere engine 
to be acted upon by the Circult Attorneys or 
thase who might choose to use them. This 

oint Is untenable, You will observe from the 
oregoing, gentiemen of the Grand-jury, that 
the above case author zes you to ‘‘diligently 
inguire,’’ in yourown way, of such matters 
as you think you ought to Investigate in the 
discharge of your duty and in obedience to 
your rights. 

It is said that ‘‘to Grand-juries is commit- 
ted the preservation of the peace of the 
county, the care of bringing to light, forex. 
amination, trial and punishment, ali vio- 
lence, outrage, indeceney and terror; every- 
thing that may occasion danger, disturbance 
or dismay tothe citizens. ge eos are 
watchmen stationed by the laws to survey 
the conduct of their fellow citizens, and to 
inquire Where and by whom public authority 
has been vioiated, or our constitution and 
laws infringed.’’ And yet, zon have seen 
from the opinion of our own Supreme Court, 
that it is no part of your duty to do detective 
work and go among law breakers to find out 
crime, but that, if you have reasonable cause 
to believe that offenses have been committed 
you may send for witnesses and put such 

uestions to them as you may deem most 
likely to elicit the trath which you seek. 

And yet the court desires to earnestly cau- 
tion you against the impropriety of making 
yourselves sensational in this matter. 

An inquiry properiy directed with p r 
respect for private rights and with a L ped 
deference tothe dignity and propriety of your 
official eonduct is calculated to give to law 
breakers a wholesome dread of your powers 

nd promote public order, Buta reckless and 
indiscriminate exe of the power - 
tted to you by the jaw tis rly . 
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sed in you, and a deferential respect for 
be rights and peace of your fellow-citizens, 

You cannot read the minds of our Supreme 
Court, set out salone without observing that 
this court has powers over your body and, in 
case of any abuse by itoranover zeal, can 
puta stop to it by controlling the process 
when issued by its officer, the 
Clerk. You are specially 
against lending audience to the ‘‘priva 
prosecutor,’’ he who seeks in the first in- 
stance your body ta secure the Institution of 
prosecution in which hse hasa personal con- 
cern. Ifany such have a substantial cause 
of complaint against any person his proper 
course is to incur the responsibility of in- 
voking the process of an examining court, 
Do not permit such 
body for the purpose 
ing himself from personal Hability. 
You are authorized to suspect any person of 
having that as his motive for intruding upon 
your privacy to secure a prosecution, which 
he has not the manliness to become respons!i- 
ble for by a preliminary prosecution, 

And yet the Court would not be understood 
as torbidding you to give audience toan 
such. ‘ihere are worthy and patri- 
otic citizens who are without 
the courage to institute proceedings 
for the punishment of substanttal infrac- 
tionsof the law. But the court does admon- 
ish you earnestly to receive any such with 
extreme suspicion and distrust, if not with 
absolute disfavor, and that you hear them, if 
at all, only after hearing the most substantial 
reasons on their part for not having insti- 
tuteda preliminary examination, 

Itis made my duty by law to charge you 
that ‘‘members of the Grand-jury may re- 
quired by any court to testify whether the 
testimony of a witness examined before such 
jury is consistent with or different from the 
evidence given by such witness before the 
court;’’ and that ‘*they may also be required 
to disclose the testimony given before them 
by any person, upon a complaint against 
such person for perjury, or upon his trial for 
such offense;’’ and that **nu member ofa 
Grand-jury shall be obliged or allowed to 
testify or declare in what manner he orany 
other member of the Grand-jury voted on 
any question before them, or what opinions 
were expressed by any juror in rela- 
tion to any such question,’’ and that 
‘*no grand juror shall Staciose sey evidence 
given before the Grand-jury, nor the name 
ofany witness who appeared before them, 
except when lawfully required to testify asa 
witness in relation thereto; nor shall he dis- 
close the fact of any indictment having been 
found against any person for a felony, not 
in actual confinement, until the defendant 
shall have been arrested therean. Any juror 
violating the provisions of this séction shall 
be deemed gulity of a misdemeanor.’’ 
” Itisinade my duty to caH your attention 
specially to many provisions of the Statutes 
other than those set out above, but it is im- 

ossible for me to do’so further tothis Grand- 
tare for the reason that my duties have so 
far consumed my time as to make it im- 
possible for meto collate such sections, and 
itisa duty which I will be obliged to post- 
pone for the present. 

‘The Grand-jury will appeint oneof their 
number to be a clerk thereof, to preserye 
minutes of thetr proceedings and of the evi- 
dence given before them, which minutes 
shall be given over to the Circult Attorney. 
Whenerer.reqyired by your body you will be 
attended, advised and assisted vy the @fré@uit 
Attorney, or by the Assistant Circuit At- 
torney, as the Circuit Attorney shali dtrect, 
whenever your body or the Circuit Attorney 
shaltldeem it necessary; *‘but no such at- 
torney, or clerk, Or any other officer or per- 
son, exteptthe grand jurors, shall be per- 
mitted to be present during the expressions 
of thelropinions or the giving thelr votes on 
any matter before them.*’ 

You are at Mberty to apply at any time in 
open court for any assistance or advice which 
you may seek from the court, but the court or 
Judge will notat any time give private aud- 
lence to any member of your body. 

Your foreman _wlil administer all oaths 
necessary in the prosecution of your duties.

New YORK, Oct. 10.—Dr. August G, Seibert, 
who was sent to Hamburg and Berlinon 
Aug. 25 last by the Health Board of thiscity 
to observe and report on the methods of 
quarantine against cholera in41se there, has 
returned home.

can say theonly way to absolutely protect 
the United States against cholera Is to stop 
allimmigration from tnfeeted countries until 
atleast six months have elapsed since the 
last case appeared in them.
